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DARK DAYS,

Generationsugo such a phe
nomenon would have scared
people into fits. The Connect-
feus legislature wasin session
more than a century ago,
when a dark cloud enveloped
it at midday. The frightened
members elamored for an ad-
journment, and one speaker
snid that the day of judg-
ment had come. One of his
bolder collegzgues resisted the
motion to adjourn, and de-
manded candles, sayiug that
if they wereindeed face toface
with that awful day he want
ed to be found at his post do
ing hisduty. His eoolness qui
eted the fears of others. The
lights were brought in, busi-
ness proceeded and the cloud
blew over.

In these times do not make
men lose their heads.

It nev-
er strikes them that the world
iscoming to an end. The
brother in black is the chief
sufferer from the fear inspir-
ed by such scenes. Does this
mean that we are growing
wiser and 1r ore scientifie, or
does it mean that our spirit-
uality is blunted so that a
warning in the skies has no
significance.—Constitution.
